The doctrines of the socialists have at 
lost borne fruit. ' In the city of Chicago 
these iinpurted rutliana have set law at 
defiance and have taken the lives of inno- 
cent men, who wore the guardians of law 
and the protectors of the public peace.

There can now be no doubt that there is 
a large body of aooialista in the laud. 
Schvrab, ntandinj; behind his beer saloon, 
and, like O'Donovan Ilossa, pouring forth 
the most arrant nonsense, was a oon- 
temptible, figtiiej but; Schwab, ittciting 
gullible men to deeds of violence and in- 
surrection, is a person to be feared and 
summarily dealt with. It is from the in- 
sidious teachings of such a man as this 
that the great body of the unwashed learn 
the lesson of rovult against constituted 
authority. Given a leader, and the fickle 
multitude will follow him to the- death 
when its passions are once aroused. The 
honest workingmen of America have 
grievances doubtless, but they ask that 
they bo righted in a cunatitutional 
way.

Cause of the Cruel Death of a 
Touug: Girl. 

Omaha, Neb., April 30. — The evidence 
produced before the coroner's jury at Ne- 
braska City goes to show that Maggie 
Shellenberger, aged 11 years, who was 
found last evening with her throat cut, in 
the cellar at her home, three miles from 
town, was foully murdered. There is no 
longer any theory of suicide or accident 
entertained. The deed is said to have 
been perpetrated during a few minutes' 
absence from the house of her father, moth- 
er and young brother. The story told last 
night was that the girl was told. t°'<!'^A» 
off the cellar stairs, and that. 'Aifi either 
fell down stairs on a butcher knife which 
she had, or that she committed suicide, or 
was murdered. She was found by her 
father, who went down the cellar for 
something. The f>vidence shows, however, 
that she had received four .separate outs, 
one severing the windpripe and carotid ar- 
tery. Other cuts we're under the chin and 
neck, She was found lying m a dry goods 
box, tho body half in the box and the legs 
and arrai resting on the ground. A butcher- 
knife lay near by. There were evidences 
of a struggle. It was found that the cel- 
lar steps had not been cleaned by her. Ko 
stranger had been seen in the vicinity. 
Mrs. Shellenberger is the step-mother of 
the girl. The jury is atill in session. 

Shellenberger and his wife were arrested 
this evening for the murder of the child 
and placed in jaih There are strong 
threats of lynching, All tho circumatan 
tial evidence points to the guilt of the ac- 
cused, as the child was heir to valuable 
■property, which reverts to the father.

CALIFOllNIA. 
Sax Francisco, May 7. — The forty- 
three days'oontest over the will of Thomas 
Fallon, who left an estate valued at about 
8300,000, was concluded yesterday by the 
jury bringing in a verdict breaking the 
will. The will bequeathed to Fallon's 
youngest son the greater pa.rt of hia prop- 
erty, to his daughter $40,000, and two 
other sons were not mentiunud in tho will, 
D. S. Payne, Honry Keiiitzor and Adolpli 
Pfister were appointed exeoutora of the 
estata witbotlt boads. Fallon's four 
children contested the will on the ground 
of deceased's imb^ility at mind and undue 
influence. The' jury exonerated the ex- 
eiutors, who were charged with undue in- 
fl lence.

Circulars were distributed so 
early that no suspicion of tlioir churactor 
was entertained until thuuaaud.s of copies 
had been given out. In this city there 
are seven groups of anarchists with a total I 
membership of not more, than 150. 

DuBuguE, May 7. — Harry MoFnddon, 
and Miss Avi B. Taylor, both of Savan- 
nah, Illinois, while taking a pleasure" ride 
last evening from Savannah to Bellevuo 
got the buggy entangled in the brush 
close to the river bank and were tipped 
over, horse, buggy and both occupants 
being thrown into the river. All were 
drowned. The bodies of the couple were 
found this evening. 

Canton, Miss., May 7- — Last night a 
negro entered tho houso..of W. N. Bled- 
soe and attempted a criminal asiault on 
his 14-year old daughter.

MoNTitEiL, May V.— I'or some time the 
customs authoritieshaveunileratood that tho 
firm of Patterson, Kisock & Co. worn pass- 
ing goods at an underviUuntiou.

The removal of the old Catholic Cathe- 
dral (St. Andrew's) to St. Ann's convent, 
of which it will form an extension, and 
become

suggests some facta in roferenoe to that 
venerable old odifico, which has done its 
own good work in the cause of the Master. 
The first beginnings of Christianity were 
rude and unattractive, for only in the 
catacombs of Rome could the believers in 
Jeaus'uf Kazafetb celebrate the doctrines 
of their faith. There in the little chapels 
hown out of the solid rock 

TUB riiTHFirL 
gathered together, and praised that Di- 
vine Master, :Wh'S wbb deBpiaed andifatated 
by the idolaters who' revelled in their sin 
and wickedness in the great city above. 
There, too, was sown the seed of martyrs, 
who went iHto the arena where certain 
death awaited them, fortified by tho hope 
of meeting in glory Him in whoso cause 
they died. Afterwards the cave-dwellers 
oame out into the open light of day, and 
erected stately structures where they 
might worship God in peace. The begin* 
iiinga of

in Britiali Golumbia were^neqesBarity ^ard 

and difiioulk. The missioniitries had not 
till 1858 any church building worlhy'of 
the name. In that year Fathsr Michaud 

designed and built 

Til E OI,l) l.'ATIIEIIKAr, 

on Humboldt street, which is now being 
removed. Tho good priest was only a 
Brother then, and he did the great bulk 
of the work with his oi^n hands. To him 
it must indeed 'have been' a' labor of love, 
and how well he did his work, consider- 
ing tho means then at his disposal, is at- 
tested by the solidity and ornamentation of 
the building of to-day. It is related that 
ho would allow no one to see the inside of 
the building until it waa completed, 
guarding it with the jeataus love of a 
sculptor who, • when his labors are over, 
proudly draws aside the veiling, and sees 
his great creation e\pofled to the gaze of 
admiring crowds. 'I'hu ceiling, which 
was of Oalifuriiia redwood, painted white, 
was said to have been so evenly Joined 
that the congregation thought it waa 
plastered. The aynibola and carvings 
are curiously wruuglit, and show aa well 
good taate aa good workmanship, The 
harp over the gallery is particularly at- 
tractive, its very antiquity lending it an 
added beauty. 

■ The intention, is, wo learn, to keep the 
inside of the building.as nearly as pospible 
in its present state, to guard it sacredly 
as a relic, to be used si ill for tho pious 
U80S to which it has been devoted in the 
past. Father iMichaud, the builder, bo- 
came, upon the completion of the edifice, 
a priest of the order of the Holy Viator.

was oonsBcratud by Bisliop Deraers assist- 
ed by a largo body of the cleray includ- 
ing Father Mondart, who came to the 
city in 1863. bishop D'Herbomezbad pre- 
viously been an Oblate Father laboring in 
the Oblate mission at Esqaimalt, but tho 
diocese growing too extensive comprising, 
as it did, the ent're province waa, at tho 
rei|Uoat of Bishop Darners, divided, and 
the newly consecrated bishop went over 
to New Westminster which became tho 
seat of his see.

HIStlOl' .SKOUElla 

waa consecrated on the 19th of June, 
187.'l, and continued his ministrations 
with what zeal the public knows, until 
.luly Ist, 1879, when he was removed to 
Portland, Oregon. 

liiaHOl" i!HONl)EL 

succeeded him, and- was conaeorated in 
the old cathedral on December 14th, 1879. 
Ho faithfully performed the duties of the 
bishopric until May Ist, 1883, when he 
waa appointed to the see of Montana ter- 
ritory, and;.Btill pi-enideB with, bis w.ell- 
known ability over that, extensive dioceae. 

.-. ACBBISHOr HKUdSns 

was reappointed, to this diocese in March 
1881, at his own request. No words of 
encomium which we might write could 
add to the esteem in which he is held by 
the whole community. His devoted task

The other 
eleven jurymen refused to change their 
verdict, The Chinamen were then in 
perfect health and could ahow no aigna of 
any injury, and I certainly never injured 
them, and they all i!;ave evidence. Ac- 
cording to the Uw as laid down by the 
chief juatice in Martin's and Moora'i 
vases at the late asaiKes, the crown ia only 
entitled to one adjournment, except on 
cauaa shown and with notice to thu other 
aide, therefore I am adviaed that tho al- 
leged poatpnnement cannot have taken 
place and the case haa fallen through.

MISTAKE Of AtKLETIO'STTOENTS. 

ProfeaSof F. AV. Newraatii the eminent 
English scientist, contributes arx account 
of his way of life, to the Herald of Hoaltii, 
at the request of ita editor. As I'rof. 
Newman has passed his eightieth birth- 
day, and is elili halo and hearty, his 
example has some value. 

*' reriiaps I ought not to conceal that 
I am sadly out of harmony with the pre- 
valent doctrine ol the day conceming 
hardihood. 

"When I was a young man I had my 
own theories about bru.ciiig and harden- 
ing my body ; I slept on a hard straw 
mattress; I gononiUy scorned a great 
coat — at least a warm one. In Asiatic 
travel I had plenty of necessary hard- 
ships.
